It is stated that the figures giv- 
en in Crop Bulletin No. 3 for Dis- 
trict No. $—Lethbridge,Raymond 
and Stirling districts—do not re- 
present the “actual acreage under 
crop no* the prospective yield, 
and this supplement 1s therefore 
issued to remove any false im- 
pressions which may have been 
created. 

It is not in the interests of the 
department to under or over esti- 
mate the probable yields in any 
district, and from the reports re- 
ceived from local crop correspon- 
dents the departmental estimate 
was perfectly justified ; the results 
being tabulated in exactly the 
same manner as those for every 
other istrict. The returns this 
year were all made on a per cent- 
age basis, and compared with 
the actual yields obtained from 
the threshing machine operators 
| of 1905 for the Whole district. It 

will thus be readily seen that in 
te ricts where only a small area 
was under cul‘vation last year, 
E was probabl hat the acreage 


increase, and t vefore the total 
yield, dill be shtly underesti- 
mated.
